Why, sir. you may make anything a crime if you 
plea.se. Let the fr^e ii.-groes take the same laws , 
that We have. If they c-iioinit miir.ler let them 
be hung; if they conimit other crime.s let th.-in 
go M jail or the jieidteiitiary. Debar them of 
any politi-al riglit.s — I ,am against that; debar 
them of social rights — I am against their iufer- 
niixing with the wliite population at all. Wlien 
vou have d.iuc that, you have done all. They 
"have no political rights or power; and when we 
hax'ethe p'lWer x»’e are bound to protect them.

Now it is true, that the t»ta*e of Kentucky has 

110 jurificlictton beyond hifrJiniits; but a.s there 
is a colony organize.1 by ,i foc-iety in the United 
StaU-s, a inan hai a right tutran-fer liis negro to 
that society, and they have poxver to transport 
him. The younger gentleman from N. Ison 
maintains nothing more than this. '1 he cxiurt of 
appeals Jia.s decided that an individual wishing 
to eniaiieipate hi.s slax’. s has a right to do so; 
an-1 the governnu nt has power to .see that that 
will is e.\ecnted, and that the slax-es are sent ofi. 
If the government lias jiower to do that, certaiii- 
Iv it lias power lo avert a greater evil by giving 
u ii.-gro to this .society instead ot hanging him. 

'Idle elder g. ntlenieii from Nelson has taken a 
jw.sition which I <ieiiy. How docs the guvi-rn- 
nient of the Unitexl Slates get the power to pur- 
<-li.ise, and man, an-l sustain vessel* to catch those 
engaged in the slaxe trade? Woul.l nut the -nine 
iKixxer which authorizes them to do this, a..; 1.- r- 
ize ihein to take avxay slaves from every sta'.- of 
the Union if they were willing to go? This 
Would comport ‘with the goo.l of the xx hole 
state.' if congress xvould exercise- the power, of 
se-mling all fre-e m-groe-s to iln* coast ot Africa. 
How xvonld the government get the jiower to aj)- 
propriate half a million of dollar.* to relieve the 
.listress of Ireland; ami x'et it jui-ssed one branch 
of congress. Much niiglit be said of this provi- 
sion if we h.-!'! time to iliscuss it; but 1 willask, 
sir, XX hat are-wc to do xvith free- negroes here? 1 
do not wi'h to act unkindly towards them, 
but lltevare not entitled to the jirotection of the 
constitution agaiii't their criim-s. I am oj>po.sed 
to their being soM into slavery for a mere misde- 
meanor, but 1 am in favor of using the hanisliiiig 
juiwcr by framing laxvs to suit the state of the 
ca-o, and to delix erthem over to a society recog- 
nized bv the federal government. 1 li.ave no 
doubt tfiat such a course xvould be productive of 
good, and I sincerely ho|>e we shall have some 
sucli provision adopted in the constitution. 

Mr BhISTOW. If the legislature have not 
.alrcii.Iy the jioxver to banish free negroes guilty 
of ciir.ie, it occurs to me that xve cannot confer 
that jKiwer. 1 understand that under our gov- 
erniiieiit the legislature have all jxixver xvhere 
they are not restricted. If xve could eonfer this 
ji-ixxt-r, I, a* one of ihe delegates to this conven- 
tion, xvould be xvilling to <Io so; bnt it is my 
opinion ilia: this is a subject xvliicli we ouglit 
not to iiiterf.-re with. 1 am sure if the delegates 
to this i-oiiveiiti.iti ever intend to go home they 
will see the jin>j>ricty of confining th.-m.sclves to 
1-giiin.ate business. We have b.-cn a.lojxting 
measures not unfrequeiitlv, ami then in a day or 
two. having set-n their imjirojiriety, have rej.-cted 
them. This dox-s not apjiear to me lo Ir- a m.nt- 
tcr of that crying inijiortance wliith renders it 
lu-e-ssary to make u provision for it in the con- 
stitution. I do not tiiink the country demands 
it; ami I xvonlil say that iny k*elingsof justice cor- 
n-spomis xvith those of the elder gentleman from 
Nelson. 'I’liey are, as he has said, a piKir degra- 
• le-1 race in our country; Init tlu-y are hero, and 
it is oiir iluty to j)rol«-ct tiu-ni. 1 would not, 
iheiefore, jntt such a clan.so into tlie constitution. 
'I'li'-iv is no necessity for it. We xvould not 

111 ike a jirovision in the constitution that a man 
slioiil.l be bang' d f.ir any particular crime; this 
m distinctly tlie province of the legislature. 
That body liius ainjilc power to pass all neces-siiry 
laxvs; and tlii-rel.ire, 1 hoM it to be xvhollvunim- 
c.-s ary for ns to make any sitch jirovision as this 
r.-olui inti ajijiearsto contemplate. 

Mr. C. A. \\ ICKLIFFE. From the remarks 
that have hav.; been iiia.le, it might b.- sujjjios.-d 
that 1 wa.s anxious to hang or Iransjxori everv 
free negro in Kei;tucky, honest or di-hone.st*; 
ami that 1 hav.- attenijited lo deny fre-e negroes 
tile Ide.ssing--, of the Christian religion. No sir; 
i nie-an no sucii thing. Vi'liat is tlie projiosition 
I h.ive otf. m-d? 1 lio not projiose to create crime 
or .1. tine in 1 leave that willi thel.-gisiafive de- 
j>artim,-nt of this gov.-rnment, acting umi.-r the 
influ. n.-e of the high obligations xxhie-h rest up- 
on .h--iii as men ami as christians. 'I'liev xvill 
lint d(.-al XX iih ihe subject xif crime in the niann.-r 
ill. icateii by the ojijainciius of this am. -mini. -nt; 
'.ht-y xxill not deciaie tliai fishing on the Sab- 
bath day by any one, bond or free, is an otf.-m-e 
f.ir which a man slioiiM be subj.-e-r to .-xjuitria- 
li.iii or hanging, as niy colleague ajijireliemls. 
t-t'ir legislat'ires have mit her<-tofore so legishi- 
ted; and if xxe could imagine such a sjjiril of 
k-gi.laiioii t-i spring up in ilii' c.iinnionwealth 
under ilie uiiiiiiiiteel jxi'ver of that hiidv — limil-

e.l — tliey might aj'plv t’ac same xviM .lef.nition 
of the xvord inicl, as aiiplicahle to the white 
man, if unrestricted hythis clause in the eon'ti- 
tiition? Now sir, as in tlie fre<- m-gro popula- 
tion, no man has more firmlx' ami iiiiiformlv dc- 
iiouiu-c.l it, than my colleague, as tiiievish, dis- 
hon. sl ami corrujiting. 1 .lo not propo.-e to lav 
violent hamis ujion them liy the jiowers of the 
law, and wiilioiil crime thrust tli.-m into jirison, 
the goo.l and the bad; or -Irixo them from the 
t-qmiiionwi-alth. aiul dejirive tli.-m of in.-titu- 
liojis of tin- state nnd.r xvhicli tli. y hav. 
<juir.-(l their free.Ioni and their jxroji.-rtv. j.'~ 
.sir; 1 jiropose merely to give to the l.gislative 
pi-xver ol this i onimonwealth, the power of nro- 
vidii.g Iqr the j.uiiisfitnent of i-n.iie, an t "the 
const iti.tionai jirivik-ge of discriminating be- 
tween iheft or ftlony ooniniitted by the free 
xvhile man, an-I th.i same comniittexl bvtlie free 
blaek man. Vou now jninisli a free bla.-k man 
undi-r tile same law by whieli you puni.sh a 
xxhit.s ni.-in; and you do so because he is fre-e.

letwe. n the jmnishment.s to be inflieted in siu-h 
cases, and in-tea<l of s.-ndiiig a free lu-gro to the 
jien.U-ntiary lor a term of y.-ars, or for life, to 
s<-nd him into banishment. ' If the wonl “mis- 

d.-meuiior” is in the jxrojiosition xvhi.-h 1 liave 
made. 1 ilc-siie it may he stricken out, as it wa.s 
not my int. ntion to use it. 

Mr. Pr.-'ideiil, I had supjiose.1 that at this 
time of xi'iy, there was no nece.ssitv for a <lis- 
e'ls'ion on the high jiolitieal (jiiestioii that a 
sovereign state ofthis union hii.l no power to make- 
treat ies. or enter into alliances with anv for<-ign 
jMixy.-r <ir state. 1 lia.l sujijiosed tliat Ainerieiin 
jurists iimh-i-stood the diflerem-e betxve.-n a eon- 
tract and a treaty and an alliance. The arliele of 
the federal coiistution. read by niy eolk-ag-ie, 
•k-nies the power of tiie st.ate to make a jioliticnl 
livaly or alliance. It never lias Ih-.-h, ami never 
eouM be eousiderc.l by anv jurist, that a state 
eaniiot make a eonlraet with an imlivi.hial or a 
sovereign, . it her in or out of the cummonxx’oalth, 
in refer.-nee lo a siibj*-ct matter of eontr,ncts. Mv i 
friend lR*forenie,(Mr.Nuttall,)lia.s just siiggestt-ll 
that if the construction of my colleague on this 
Ke>.tioii of the eonstitntioii is right, xve cannot 
sell a l>oml to an individual out of this eommoii- 
wealth. If .so hoxx' can tliis commonwealth .-ti- 
ter into a .-oiiiract to jiay these Ixnids after she 
has sold them? How can she transa.-t the va- 
rious business of this comnioiiwi-nlth nmi.-r our 
iiislitiitioiis? 1 xvill not waste the time of this 
conv.-iitioii in di'cii-ssiiig this m.atter, because I 
kiioxv tliere is too much intelligeii. e in this bo.lv 
to beli.'ve that the poxx er is denied to a state to 
make a contract xvith a foreign nation or power 
upon a matter xx hieh can be the subject matter 
of contract; and it is umler that jsiwer — under 
that incidental sovereign jxower w hich b<-lon<is 
to any sovereign — that the state of Marylaml has 
ha.l her colony before Liberia was in exist- 
ence. 

Nor do 1 propose, as the gentleman supposes, 
that we should make a stirt of Botany Bay colo- 
ny of Liberia. I have not said they* should 
banished to Liberia, or lo anv partieular spot, or 
state, or territory; I leave all tliat within legis- 
lative discretion, if they should deem it neces- 
sary to exercise the power, xx hen the crisis in our 
history has arrived that shall make it a matter 
of self-defence to protect our slaves from ihe cor- 
rupting influences of free negroes. Is there anv 
thing in this so monstrous as to call forth so 
much eloquence, and to bring down even the 
tears from iheeyesof my colleague in this house? 

I propose to banish free negroes for erimes for 
xvnich yo’ir legislature may in merry hang them. 

1 xvould send them out of the country, if I 
could, instead of confining them in jK-nitentia- 
ries fur life, or for a term of years. I would 
give the legislature the jroxver, if they ean find 
the means to do so, lo trun.-jxort them — to send 
tlM-iu off somewhere. If it cannot be done then 



conies up the question, to be presentodjto the 
legislature, whether xve will continue the jresent 
mode of jmiiishinent of free- negroes for sich of- 
fences as burglary and arson, or xvhetlTrj’ou 
will not permit the legislature to see xvha effect 
it XX ill have on the morals of the free uegp jpop- 
uhitiuii, to sell an otfeiider into iiivuliinuw p.-r- 
X’itiiile.

Mr. 1RIFLET1. ] hojie gentU-nieirxx’U Tote 
against this amendiiient. Are we liei x-vJ^^ld 
ask, for the jmrpo.se of giving more mitfccd 
jRiwers to the legislature of Kentucky, or ig re- 
stricting ami confining them? 1 <k-iiv tbj lhe 
legislature either can be or ought to be tra^iel- 
cd, by jiowers of this sort. Will the gehffiman 
deny that the legislature have noxv the p.i^er to 
do XX hat this section jierniits? He is too g^d a 
laxvyerto deny it. 'J'hclcgislatnreliax'eall pmer, 
excejit that of xvliich it is dejirived by the cimsli- 
tutiou of the United States, or the state of Ken- 
tucky. I ask that gentleman to point out anv 
provision in either of these constitutions ppiliili- 
Uing the legislature from the exercise of the 
jRiwer he seeks to courer ujion them; ami if they 
have all power except xvlu reiii they are restrict- 
ed, and if ill this respect tlmy are* unre.strietcl, 
w here the neee.-isily oi eiigiafcing ujion the eon- 
.stilntion s'jch a jirovision as this? Was not this 
jmxxer used under the laxvs of England? Was 
It ex-er jirohibited in Virginia; and w hen Ken- 
tucky was separateil from Virginia, was there 
any provision prohibiting the y-gislature from 
punishing erime by transjioriation? The very 
name of Botany Bay ought t<i have rtcalle.l to 
his mind the fact that transjiortation for crime 
was a noted punishment in England, and the 
well known fact, that up to the jiresent dav, the 
legislaUire hu.s never been deprived of that poxv- 
er, should have satisfied him they have it, with- 
out our conferring it on them by this section, 
lam opposx^d to this jiroposition, because 1 re- 
gard it as an entering wedge to ojieii an iiiter- 
niinuble field of diseussion. If you ./o on this 
xx ay, where xvill yon end? If you give the legis- 
lature jioxver to transjiort a frx-e negro, xvhy not 
at the same time give them poxver to hang arwfiite 
-uian? Wo are hero not for tlie^iurpose n^ex- 
Veiiding. bnt of curtailing their jiowc-rs — of fix- 
ing the barrier beyond whieii they shall not go, 
but u«t t«t-drfine to them tin* e,-ct«-nt ami limits of 
those Jioxvers, xvithin tlieir legitimate sjihero of 
action. 

Mr. C. A. W*ICKLIFFE. If that is tlie jirinci- 
jile by xvliich xve arc to lx* governed in this in- 
stance, why did not the gentleman ajiply his 
ow 11 jiriiicipk* yesterd.ny, xvhcii lie sjioke so elo- 
quently in reference to the codification of the 
laxx's? 

Mr. TBIBLETT. If I ansxver that question 
to the gentleman’s satisfae ion, w'ill hexx ithdr.aw 
his anieiidineiit, and promise not again to pester 
the eoiivention xvith ab.stract jirojiosition.s? I 
will jirocee.l to an.swer him. 1 jiroposed to jiut 
lli.at provision in the constitution forthe purpo.“e 
of eoinpelling the l. gislature to jicrforni a duty 
xvhich they have hitherto m-glectc-.l; not because 
they had not the poxver, but as a eomjiulsory pro- 
vision, lo comjiel the legislature to discharge a 
duty which tliev ought to liavc-dischargedtwen- 
tv years ago. That is a sufficient reason; and 
the gentleman must noxv resort to some ulterior 
reason for inserting such a jirovision as this. 
Leave to the legislature some discretion, for 
God’s sake, in the exc-reise of the almost unlim- 
ited jiower you give them. There is one other 
idea 1 Would suggest. If you go into detail here, 
you mu.st go iiiio d.-tail on this question, vou 
must go into detail on every other subject. Why 
go into this subject? Whv xva.stctlie time of the 
convention in such unproritable discussion? Are 
free negroes of iiiorc-inijiortiinee than your w hite 
pojiulation, or your slaves, that you must thus 
le gislate so sjiccially for lliein? J* say agiiin, for

The I’atriot contains an outline of his remarks ^ 
on that uecasion.

“He alluded to the que.stioii of slavery, in | 
eoiiiieetioii wiili the recently acquired territories | 
of Californi.a ami New- Mexico. On the one ! 
hand it was urged that a congressional enactment j 
was indispensable to prevent the institution of } 
slavery from taking root in these new territoriss, 1 
while another party contended as earnestly that ; 
such an act would be uncon.slitutional, because ! 
it woiihl deprive them of their right to lake their | 
slaves there. He depreeate<l tlie agitation of 
this subject. There apj>eaR-d to him to be no , 
substantial foundation forthe fear that the insti- j 
tut ion of slavery would ever exist in the.se ter- i 
rilones, ami esjieeially in California. The char- j 
acter of the country, its ]>opulation, the indus- 
trial pursuits of that population, everj" thing 
coiim cted with tliut country, seemed to him to 
forbi>i the id« a tliat slavery woubi lie introduced 
iJiere; but iho agitation, in coiiiieetiou with the 
subject. Seemed to have a.ssuined a grave aspect, 
and there are some 'wlio went so far as to taik of 
disunion — a disiiiiioii of the states of iliis glori- 
ous eoiifeder.acy — the thought to his mind was 
full of horror. No ills which coiihl be entailed 
upon a nation — no evils of wJiieli the imagina- I 
tion could conceive, could jiistify a remedy so 
desnerat* — a remedy bringing in its sad train 
such a liost of calamities .and ruinous n^sults. 
AVar Would be one of the first eoiiseqiienees of 
ilisuiiion — a war Ixtweeii these states — a war 
horrible in its dianicter and dreadful in its con- 
sequences — a fratricidal war— entangling foreign 
alliances entered into by the severed states of 
iherejHiblic — the de.struction of the true inter- 
ests of the states themselves, and finally the 
erection upon the ruins of their former greatness 
of a militaiy despoli'iii. 

And wlieii the future historian came to record 
the cau.se of our downfall, he would find that it 
had Ix-eii written in that of Greece — ^lii tliat of 
her Philip and her Alexander. (Renewed and 
continued applause.) 

AA’liatever else he might or might not do in his 
)>lace in the Senate, he would pledge himself 
that there was one position which he icoutil oc- 
cupy; that of bold and earnest defence of the 
s.acred interests involved in the preservation of 
the Union of the states! [At this point Mr. 
Clay drew liimscif up to his full height, and 
enunciated this sentiment with the full volume 
of liis magnilieeiit voice, thereby giving to it 
an empha'iis that made every heart tlirill, and it 
was responded to by cheer after cheer of tumult- 
uous applause.] 

“Mr. Clay then said that he had spoken more 
fully upon this point, perhaps, than he should 
liavc done ii]>on such an oeciesion, but the sub- 
ject was one of so grave a character that lie had 
not Ix-en able to avoid an allusion to it, espe- 
cially as it was one of the points referred to, 
in the letter of invitation which he had received. 

■‘[The alnive, it will be observed, is given 
only a,s the substance of the speecli, but we hope 
to be able, in our next, to pre.stuit a full and au- 
thentic rejiort.] 

“Mr. Clay’s remarks were listened to with the 
deepest attention by the crowd that filled the 
spacious rooms, and he spoke with great ear- 
nestness and eloquence. The scene was in the 
highest degree iiiieresliiig, and it Avas evident 
to all, tliat while “the obi man eloquent” had 
lost none of that wonderful poAver which has 
ever enabled him to .sAvay at Avill the hearts of 
his amlitors; neither the lapse of years nor the 
reverses of political life, had Aveakened one 
jot the earnest and heartfelt affection of the peo- 
ple.”

CONSTITUTION OF CALIFORNIA. 

Among the most interesting doeiiments 
brought from California is its Constitution. 
\Ve find it, at full length in the Ncav York Tri- 
bune. Without meaning anything disrespectful 
to her older sisters, Ave think the Constitution of 
California about the best of that sort of instru- 
ments, which has Ixeii put forth! 

AVe digest a few of its iinp<irtant features: 
article XII. — Boundary. 

The Isiundary of the state of California, shall 
be .as follows: 

Cominenciiig at the jioint of intersection of 
the 421 degrees of north latitude Avith the 120th 
degree of longitude Avest from Greenwich, and 
ruiiningsoulh on the line of said 12l)lh degree of 
Avest longitude, until it intersects tlie .’19tli degree 
of north latitude, thence riiiiiiiiig in a straightliiie 
inasouth-ea.sterly direction to the River Colora- 
do, .at a point Avhere it intersects the Jotli degree 
of north latitude, thence down the middle of the 
channel of said river, to the boundary line be- 
tween the United Slates and Mexico, ns estah- 
lished by the Treaty of May .’10th, 1848: tlieiice 
running Avest and along said boiiiidarA' line to 
tlie Pacific Ocean, and extemling therein three 
English miles ; thence runiiiiig in a north AVest- 
erly direction, and following the direction of 
the Pacific Coast to the 42d degree of north 
latitude, theme on the line of the 42d degree of 
north latitude to the place of liegiiiiiing. Also 
all the islands, harbors and bays, along and ad- 
jacent to the Pacific coast. i 

The above boundaries leave out the Mormon 
State of Desert, and includes all the Sea Coast. 
It will make a mo.st gigantic State. 

article II. — lliyht of Suffrape. 

Sec. 1. Every Avhite male citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, and every Avhite male citizen of Mex- 
ico, AA-ho shall have elected to become a citizen 
of the United .States, under the treaty of peace 
exchanged and ratified at Queretaro, on the 30th 
day of May, 1848, of the age of 21 years, who 
sh.all have been a resident of the state six months 
next preceding the election, ami the county or 
district in which he claims his vote thirty days, 
shall be entitled to Aote at all elections AA-hich 
are iioav, or hereafter may Ik*, authorized by law; 
Vrorided, That nothing' herein contained, shall 
be construed to prcA-eiit the legislature, by a two- 
thirds coneurrent vote, from admitting to the 
right of suffrage, Indians, or the descendants of 
Indians, in such special cases as such a portion 
of the legislative body tiiay deem just and prop- 
er. 

Slaatrv Prohibited. — § 18. Neither slavery 
nor in voluntary servitude, unless forthe punish- 
ment of crimes sliall ever be tolerated in this 
state. 

The clau.se prohibiting the emigration of free 
negroes was slniek out. 

Secirity of AVifk’s Property. — California 
lias secured the AA-ife’s property by tlie follow- 
ing provision; — 

§14. All property, both real and personal, of 
the Avife, oAviied or claimed by her before marri- 
age, and that acquired afterwards by gift, de- 
vise or descent, shall be her separate jiroperty; 
and laws shall be j>assed more clearly defining 
the rights of the Avife, in relation as Avell to her 
separate property, as tliat held in common with 
her husband. Laws shall also be passed provi- 
ding for the registration of the wife’s separate 
property. 

Homestead Exemption. — § 15. The Legisla- 
ture shall protect by laAv, from forced sale, a cer- 
tain portion of the homestead and other proper- 
ty of all heads of families. 

§ Ifi. No perpetuities shall be allowed, except 
for eleemosynary purp<*ses. 

Taxation EgcAL. — § 18. Taxation shall be 
equal and uniform throughout the state. All 
property in this state, shall be taxed in iiropor- 
lion to Its value, to be ascertaiiie<l a.s (lireeted 
by law; but a.ssessors and eollcvtors of toAvn, 
eountv, and state taxes, sli.all l>e elected by the 
qualined electors of the district, county or toAvn. 
in which the projierty taxed for slate, county or 
town pnrp«>s»*s is situated. 

Marriage Contract. — § 12. No contract of 
marriage, if otherwi.se iluly made, sliall lie in- 
validateil, for want of conformity to the require- 
ments of any religioii.s sect. 

The lueaiiiug of this will be understood, when 
we .state, that the laws of Mexico, previously 
ill force, made marriage a Religious saeriment. 
The laAvs of the United States, however, make 
it a civil contract. This provision in the Cali- 
fornia constitution makes it also a civil contract. 

NVe repeat, that the new California Constitu- 
tion is about the l>est specimen of Constitution 
making we have seen. We like it veiy well.

The Markets. — Hogs are reported as selling

— These staples are 
without demand, and very dull at reduced rates. 
W'e liear of limited sales of bagging and rope on 
time at lligc lor the former, and 6?4 @ 7c for 
the latter. Stocks fair, Avith receipts this week 
of 760 pieces and 474 coils. The shipments 
were 650 pieces and 560 coils. The stocks left 
on hand amount to 9,090 pieces and 10,404 coils. 
Hemp still continues Avithout demand, and Ave 
quote at $125 @ $135 ton. 

Cattle, Hogs, <fcc. — The cattle market i.s poor- 
ly supplied, the greater portion of the beeves be- 
ing shijiped south. For a lot of 12 beeve.s of 
extra size and of a pure breed 6 c was offcrctl. 
W'e quote .sales of 180 bead good cattle at $1 '(3 
100 lbs; light sales of choice beeA'es to butchers 
at $4 25. Sales of light droves at $3 @ $4, and 
sales of inferior cattle Ave quote .nt $2 50. Hogs 
for packing are arriving daily, and all the estab- 
lishments are quite bu.sy. The number driven 
to this market, up to the present time, is alKiut 
150,000 head, and the number slaughtered at the 
various houses, inculding .leffersonville, is up- 
wards of 95,000 head. Sales range from $2 65 
@ $2 85 net for choice hogs. Sales of .shoats at 
75c (§! ,$l 50 'p head. Sales of sheep to butch- 
ers at $1 50 @ $2 50. Sales of lambs at 75c @ 
$1 75. 

Provisions, <tc. — The stock of new pork is 
now quite ample, and the impression prevails 
that there will be as much made this year as 
there was last. Sales are very limited, but hold- 
ers are firm, Avith a few sales of mess pork at 
$8 50. A light lot of ncAv bacon has been sold 
at 4c hog round. Lard is quite firm, with a

Ill order that the school shall be compu.sed of geutle- 
meii only, every student must be personally known to 
one of the professors, or introduced satisfaclorily, and 
before his admission into the school he must matriculate 
hy the payment of the sum of five dollars to the Dean ol 
the Faculty or Secretary of the Unive.'sity, and thereup 
on iiicribe himself, after which he will pay or otherwise 
satisfy each professor the sum fixed fur his reward. 

The fee of each professor is fixed at twenty-five dol- 
lars. 

The degree of Bachelor of Laws will be conferred on 
the students who shall have attended two full courses ol 
the lectures and exercises ofthe school, or one (fill course, 
alter having read full twelve months under the direction 
and with the assistance of a respectable counsellor at 
law, and who shall on the examination ofthe several 
professors be found by them all worthy of the honor.
